'L'HE CAVE-MEN. 


The bones mid implements of the cuve- 


men are fonud in associntion with re- 
mains of the reindeer and binon, 
the 


arctic fox, the mammoth and the woolly 
rhiuoceroK. 
They nre found in gi-eat 


abimdutiee in Kouthern nud centml Eng- 
land, iu Belgium, Germany and Switzer- 
land and in every part of France; biit 
nowhere as yet have their remains been 
discovered south of theAlpKiuul Pyrenees. 
A diligent exploration of the Pleistocene 
caves of England and France, during the 
past twenty years, has thrown tiome light 
upon their mode of life. 
Not a trace of 


pottery has been found anywhere associ- 
ated with their remains, KO Hint it IB quite 
clear that the cave-men did not make earth- 
enware vessels. Burnt uiiiy is a peculiar- 
ly indestructible material, and where it 
has once been in existence it is sure to 
Jeave plentiful traces of itself. Meat was 
ibaked in the eaves by contact with hot 
Ktoues, or roasted before the blazing lire. 
Fire may have been obtained by friction 
between two pieces of. wood, or between 
bits of flint uud iron pyrites. 
Clothes 


were made of the furs of bisons, rein- 
deer, bears, and other animals, rudely 
sewn together Avith threads of reindeer 
sinew. Even long fur gloves were used, 
and necklaces of shells and of b'ear's and 
lion 
1*) teeth. The stone tools and weapons 


were far finer in appearance than those 
of 
the ' Riverdrift 
men, 
though 


they 
were 
still 
chipped,

ground. 
They 
made 
borers 


and saws as well as spears and arrow- 
heads; and besides these stoue imple- 
ments they used spears and arrows head- 
ed with bone, and daggers of reindeer 
antler. The reindeer, which thus sup- 
plied them with clothes and weapons, 
was also slain for food; and, besides, 
•they slew whales and seals on the const of 
•the Bay of Biscay, and iu the rivers they 
epeared salmon, trout and pike.

AVe have known of cases in which chil- 


dren .with whooping cough were seen in 
horse, cars, and. in one case, a child was 
lakcu where Ihere was a large gathering 
of young children. This is in the hi({li- 
est degree ^reprclienKihi.1.. and deserving 
of severe punishment. 
No child with 


whooping cough should he permitted to 
go in the horse cars, or to nny public 
meeting, and to turn Hiich a child with 
its friends out of a horse car is no more 
than justice (o others, and may be even a 
duly. 


We leave the treatment of the disease 


to the doctors: but may mention one 
thing, which we know from observation, 
will have some effect in relieving the se- 
vere spasms of coughing which are so ili«- 
trc!5:i::g to tho pntieut, as well as to its 
friends. 
It is this:—Keep fresh earbo- 


late of lime on several plates in the room 
where the patient lives, and especially in 
(he t-lee'ping rooms, so that the coal" tar 
odor of the lime will be constantly per- 
ceptible. 
It is a simple remedy, but has 


been found to be of much value in whoop- 
ing cough.—[Prov. Journal.
